In my view SAS (Speak Against Society) are/were one of the 
best hardcore bands that this country has seen to date so I just 
had to get an interview with 'em for the mine.Set,the bands new 
drummer was kind enough to answer the questions I threw at him 
so mass appreciation goes his way for giving really interesting 
answers.. .now read, on...(P = Paul,(Me) Sc S = Set okay.) 

P:0kay,we'll get the obvious and unavoidable question out of the 
way first - can you fill us in on the band - whats the line up 
at the moment,how long have you been together etc etc...?. 

S:It started up in January 83 with just Ade,Vince and Tony prac¬ 
tising in Ades garage,they just did it for fun and recieved 
complaints from neighbours.In April they met Bobs and asked 
him to sing,so that Ade could concentrate on playing guitar... 
Practises were held in Bobs attic,but neighbours soon put a 
stop to that.They had to practise without amps and using boxes 
as drums for a while until a mate said they could practise at 
his house.Around this time Ade was finally persuaded to buy'a 
bass.Soon they felt ready to make a demo and 'Sing Along Songs 
was done in November 83 with Tony only having started playing 
chords three weeks before..soon afterwards Tony progressed on 
to all 6 strings.The demo recieved quite a lot of praise from 
all over.After this the band decided they'd do an EP,ae they 
had enough money.They recorded 10 tracks but after they'd 
heard them a few times they decided it wasn't good enough and 
so practised more before recording it again (different tracks) 
This time they thought it was good enough and brought out the 
record,although they now think itcould've been done better, 
(Production etc).Soon after the EP's release Vince said he was 
leaving so he could go and live in Sheffield...they brought in 
me as a replacement and decided to get...Stu as an extra guitar¬ 
ist.With a possible gig with Conflict coming up Tony left cos 
he didn't like playing as much as he used to.That left us with 
the present line up of Bobs - guitar and vocals,Ade - bass and 
vocals,Stu - guitar,and me (Set) - drums.We've only done two 
practises and one gig (A squat in Middlesbrough with about 5 
other bands),with this line up so far!.

S: Yes it was our first release,its sold 200 copies and is no longer available cos 
the band don't like it much and we've now run out of covers and if we did a load 
more we might not be able to sell it cause most people who wanted it have got it 
by now!. 

P:Do you deliberately go out of your way to name releases with 
the S.A.S. heading,ie '.Sing Along £5ongs', 'Suave And Sophistic 
ated' - that kind of reminds me of what MDC does with all the 
ir releases. 

S:Yes we did go out to do this with everything,which is partly 
why we want to change the name cause it gets repetitive and 
boring.We didn't try to copy MDC,just thought it 
was a good thing at the time. 



P:How about the 'Suave & Sophisticated' EP - how 
many copies did you get pressed up - hows it been 
selling so far - if it sells its pressing will 
you get more run off ?. 

S:1000 copies of the EP were pressed,around 300 
went to Red Rhino to get them into the shops,the 
rest we sold ourselves with the help of small 
distributors,(Like ourselves),and four larger 
ones in the UK.At the moment we've got around a 
100 left,but most of them could be going off to 
Sweden so it will be sold out in a month or two. 

No.I'm afraid we won't be pressing anymore when 
they've sold out,cause the band that did the EP 
have split up and also Tony had all the money so 
now he's gone we couldn't afford it.It's had a 
good reaction from all over and loa^s of people 
have written from it and quite a lot didn't seem 
to like the lyrics to 'Drunk Again',ha ha ha,I 
wont mention any names!.Sweden deal has just gone 
through which means we only have 6 more copies to 
sell!!!. 

P;Do you think it's important for bands like yourselves to rel 
ease their own records to keep the price'to a minimum etc.Do 
you think that too many bands these days are more concerned 
with getting a record out than what they're singing about ??? 
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If a band wanta a racord out they ahould always check to see if they can do it themBel-1 
res,this way you’re assured of getting a perfect ’deal',(ie you choose the price,cover,I 
songs etc etc),also this is the only way most bands will get records out cause other- y 
wise you have to send to loads of companies hoping one wants you and even then they 
might rip you off!11.If we'd have waited for a record company to come along we'd still 
be waiting...also it's useful/interesting to find out exactly how much records cost..I 
mean,£1.20 for the SAS EP in the shops isnt exactly cheap,but first of all the distrib¬ 
utor takes his share and then the shop does.SAS lost money on the records they sold to 
go in shops,they only got 55p per record which was why only 300 copies were sold in the 
shops.I think bands should try to create an independent network-cut out shops as much a 
as possible and sell records through small distributors,this way bands get more money I
